Receiving the coveted Wistaria Award, presented 
by the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee on 
a quarterly basis, are Judy Webb-Martin and Benn 
Martin for th<? Oeean View (Hotel) home they own 
at 93 W. Mira Monte. 

They, as well as commendation award winners, 
will receive honors at next week’s City Council 
meeting. 

The Martins purchased the home that had been 
converted into a home about six months before 
they were married there two years ago this month. 

The structure was restored, for the sixth time two 
years ago, this time by Fred^Crockett who was 
the first one to take it back as close as possible 
to the original structure. 

After much research, Crockett returned the 
transom wondows and the French doors that were 
discovered while he was tearing down the house to 
its original skeletal structure. He replaced the wide 
front porch as it can be seen on the Sierra Madre 
Birds Eye Map. The house is located on the lower 
right hand corner of the popular map. 

Previous owners, who were told the house 
was worth only the land it was built on, had reno- 
vied the house in the late ’50s, using aluminum 
windows, paneling, etc. 

Crockett returned it to its original state 

While restoring it for the Martins, Crockett 
removed all of that “modernizing” so that the house, 
dating back to 1882, could be as original as , 
possible. Square handmade nails were used to "put 
together” the redwood. 

“It’s very sound — a new, old house,” Webb- 
Martin says. “It just kindof grew back again.” 

The house was moved in December, 1985, 

. ^l^feet to the east from its space on the original 
large lot and the lot was divided by the Martins. 
Another structure rests on the west section of the 
original lot. 

Friends watched the progress of the home for 
two years and when it was about half-way com¬ 
pleted, the Martins staged a “Half-Way House Party” 
so their friends could see the construction in pro¬ 
gress. 

The original home ended at the staircase, Martin 


observes. She says that Nathaniel Carter built this 
home to live in while he was building Carteria 
then turned the Mira Monte home into a hotel, the 
first in Sierra Madre. The kitchen was added when 
the first school house in town was placed in the. . 
back and was converted into a kitchen. Beyond the 
kitchen a two-car garage was added later; however, 
the Martins converted that into a family room. 

The original home had a gas burning stove 
that ran through the center of the house. The fire¬ 
place was added at the turn of the century, 18 
years after the original home was built. The two . 
window “eyes” were added later and legend says 
that San Pedro could be seen through these 
“eyes,” therefore, the name “Ocean View” on the 
original hotel. 

“We love it. It fits our needs. We have four ' 
children here and there’s enough space for every¬ 
body. It’s the perfect home for adult entertain¬ 
ing. We hope to live here forever,” Martin concludes. 

Judy Webb-Martin has been a realtor in Sierra 
Madre for 13 years and is a partner in Webb 
and Gordon Realtors in Sierra Madre. Benn Martin 
has been with JPL for 32 years and is now pro¬ 
gram manager.

Resident .replies to Times inten/iew 


What Sierra Madre residents have termed as 
“an insulting piece” in the Los Angeles Times View 
section Sunday brought a quick rejection from one 
of the people, Mark Daw. who was quoted in the 
piece. 

Daw told The News, “The Times is printing 
a retraction next Sunday in the View section and I 
have requested that they send apologies to the mayor 
and to the Homeowners Association.” 

Daw also gave The News the letter, printed later 
in this story, which he has sent The Times. 

The Times story, written by Nikki Finke, took 
remarks out of context. Daw charges. He .siated 
that many of the remarks “were misquoted" and 
that he was horrified to read the piece. 

“I’m not looking for sympathy. I love it here. 
It is peaceful and quiet and I chose to live in 
Sierra Madre rather than San Marino. Right now 
Sierra Madre is right,” Daw said. 

In his job as a salesman for printers’ ink he 
commutes all over the country, two weeks in the 
Midwest and two weeks in Southern California. 

“I had just come home from being in the Mid¬ 
west and I was eager to get home to my Mariposa 
condominium and then I sec this,” he said, pointing 
to the story. "How does one diffuse this sort of 
thing?” 

Daw said, "Oh, if only you knew how difficult 
it was for me to get the loan for this condominium. 

I wanted it so much and was finally lucky enough 
to get my first condominium in a town like Sierra 
Madre. How lucky can you be?” 

The Times piece inferred that people in their .lOs 
such as Daw believe they wefe born at the wrong 
lime, that they have not been able to realize their 
dreams of aflluence such as their parents were able 
to do. 

Daw countered, "I grew up in Alhambra and 
did not move to a mansion in San Marino. I 
moved with my parents to a house. I was born in 
Pitsadena, graduated from Alhambra High and 
from A/usa Pacific. In 1979 I became a member of 
Sierra Madre Congregational Church and have been 
a trustee since 1981 I love it here. I'm noi liHiking 
for sympathy.
